This isto protect the landlord against a possible 
slump, or to reimburse him in case he: has to 
hold the cotton for a time for a chance to market 
it. But'the important and’ most-insisted upon 
thing, the planters say (and it is easy to be 
delleved), ‘ts that the tenant shall get his settle- 
ment and the money due him instanter. When 
the cotton {s delivered a year's work is done, and 
the worker wants his pay. Goods furnished 
throughout the year and money advanced are 
totaled up, and the sum subtracted from the 
price of the cotton.

All de- 
livery hose should have an overhead 
delivery. 

12. In rare cases pumps may be 
deliberately manipulated to deliver 
short amounts through the chang- 
ing of measuring adjustments. Such 
cases are difficult to detect. When 
in doubt insist on a test. 

13. Since there are approximately 
5500 gasoline pumps in New York 
State, outside of Greater New York, 
the motorist should be willing to as- 
sist in upholding his rights by 
watching the gasoline pump opera- 
tor. Co-operate with your local 
dealer. Incidentally this will mean 
protection to the scrupulous opera- 
tor. 

14. Register complaints’ either 
with local sealers or with the 
Bureau of Weights and Measures.

twelve plays—all straight running attacks on Washington’s line and ends— 


meeded to cover the long march. 
Although palpably inferior to the 
visiting eleven, Washington Univer- 
gity ‘put up such a desperate re- 
gistance that the first half ended 
without either side scoring; while 
in the final period, after Missouri 


had’ tallied its earned touchdown 
and goal, the despairing Pikers, aid- 
ed by the “breaks,” came within four 
inches of tying the score, with only 
a minute of play remaining. 

Tigers Near Score Several Times. 

The chance came as a surprise, 
considering that Missouri's striped 
Tigers had been charging almost at 
will through the Washington line 
and had been restrained from count- 
ing one or more previous touch- 
downs only through the medium of 
two penalties, one for 15 yards in 
the first quarter and another for 20 
at the start of the fourth. 

It wae this last penalty that roused 
the Pikers to desperation and 
launched Field General Conzelman 
on an attempt at open play—a style 
that earlier. had brought but lit- 
tle result to the ambitious local aspi- 
rants to valley conference cham 
piorizthip honors. 

The penalty forced a try at field 
goal and Lewis missed. Washing- 
ton, unable to stir from its tracks 
on the 20-yard line,:in three for- 
ward passing attempts, was forced 
to get the ball out of the danger 
gone, and Conzelman punted to the 
enemy's 40-yard line. Lewis received 
the catch; but to the delight of the

Pikeway Forward Pass Works. 

Conzelman, naturally, called for 
@ forward pass on the first play and 
for the first time during the day 
it worked for a big gain. To make 
the throw Conzelman had to run 
far babk and risk another of the 
‘gmany lésses he had suffered in pre- 
vious attempts. Just as he was 
@bout to be smeared to the sward, 
he heaved the ball far ahead to Pott- 
hoff, who received it and plunged 
forward for five more yards before 
he was dashed nose first into the 
turf by the savagely tackling Tigers. 
ConzeIman tried to run with the ball 
on the next play, but was thrown for 
@ loss; but another forward pass for 
12 yards went through, bringing 
the oval to the Tigers’ 12-yard line. 
Yet another forward pass was 
thrown, this time across the goal 
Mne.

Conzelman Tries Same Play. 
To the surprise of everyone, Con- 
zelman here did not then shift his 
attack outside the tackles or toward 


the ends. Instead he, for the third 
time, picked the same spot to attack, 
and this time it was Potthoff who 
charged. Like a lusty bull he tore 
through, and seemingly was over 
the line, when a Missouri wave 
surged up and threw him back be- 
fore the referee had blown his whis- 
tle. 

When the ball was dug out of the 
tangle of legs and bodies it was 
within one foot of the line, with only 
one more play remaining. 

There was a conference while the 
Waghington rooters were silent, 
breathless with expectation. Thé 
play meant a life to their Valley 
championship hopes if it succeeded, 
death to such aspirations if it failed. 

The signal was called, the lines 
heaved together and this time [ft was 
Conzelman who tried to puncture 
the impenetrable defense of the Ti- 
gers. To the horror of the grand- 
stand strategists, Jimmy had, for the 
fourth time, picked the _ self-same 
point of attack, between guard and 
center! On four successive plays he 
had called the same signal. 

As Conzelman hit, the Missounians 
gave slightly; Jimmy forged across 
the line and then a maelstrom of 
humanity went down to the ground, 
while the Washington substitutes 
danced in glee, thinking it a score. 

But when they peeled off player 
after player and uncovered the ball 
it was found to be in Missourt’s pos- 
session, four inches on the wrong 
side of the goal line—wrong for the 
Pikers, that is.

It was “Bud” Scheerer, a substi- 
tute called into play only a few min- 
utes before, who upset the Yale 
tactics, broke a tie score, and gained 
for himself lasting fame with the 
football enthusiasts of Old Nassau 
by scoring for Princeton the first 
-yictory over Yale since 1911. His 
feat was the result of emergency 
handling of a loose ball.

Woodworker Makes Image of Himself 


HE most marvelous wood workman in the 
world is Hananuma Masakichi of To*io, Japan, 


who has carved a ficure in wood so like him- . 


self that when the two are placed side by side 
it is said to be almost impossible to tell which lives 
and breathes and which docs not. By several connois- 
seurs in art this wooden figure has been pronounced 
the most perfect and human image of man ever made. 
Masakichi has faithfully reproduced every scar, every 
vein and wrinkle to be seen on hie body. The figure 
is composed of 2000 pieces of wood, dovetailed and 
jointed with such skill that no seams can be detected. 

Tiny holes were drilled for the reception of halira, 
and the wooden figure has glass eyes and eyelashes in 
which no dissimilarity to Masakichi’s own can be de- 
tected. 

The Japanese artist posed between two mirrors 
while modeling this figure, and for some time after 
its completion he posed frequently between it, to the 
confusion of spectators, who were often entirely at a 
loss as to which was the artist. The figure stands 
with a little mask in one band and an instrument for 
carving in the other; the lifelike eyes are avparently 
gazing at the mask, and the face wears a look of in- 
tense ‘absorption.

Preacher’s Son Gave 


Peter Cooper, who attended all of the preliminary 
meetings and accepted the presidency of the first com- 
pany formed to carry out what was first considered 
“Cyrus Field’s dream.” 

The initial attempt at laying the cable was from 
Valentia on the Irish coast in August, 1857, and it 
proved an emphatic failure. Again the attempt was 
made a few months later, with no better success. 
Then came a succession of starts and as many more 
failures, it being seemingly impossible to get more 


than 200 miles from the shore before the ocean end. 


would find its way to the bottom, with no prospect 
of recovering it. In the summer of 1858 the plan of 
campaign was changed, and a larger force of men 
Was set to work, with the result that on Aug. 16 the 
ends were connected on both sides of the Atlantic 
and a message of congratulation was flashed from 
Queen Victoria to President Buchanan. 

This was followed by a spectacular celebration in 
both countries, but this festivity was soon dispelled 
by the announcement that the cable had parted. 
While such comments as “I told you so!” were filling 
the air, Field, who had failed in the panic the year 
before, came forward with the assurance that the 
cable would be laid and that it would be a success. 

A contract was then let to an English company, 
after the plan had been changed so as to provide for 
a cable to weigh 300 pounds to the mile, instead of 
107, the weight of the strand that gave way. The 
Great Eastern, which was then the largest steamship 
afloat, was chartered by the company and progressed 
satisfactorily until July 23, 1865, when the wire broke 
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World First Atlantic 


600 miles from Newfoundland’s banks. Field was 
present on the steamer when this heart-breaking ac- 
cident occurred, but he still refused to admit failure. 
Success crowned his long struggle the following year, 
when the Great Eastern made the Newfoundland con- 
nection on July 27, without mishap. The end of the 
one lost the year before was recovered, spliced and 
quickly placed in working order. There was no longer 
reason for pessimism, and both countries made the 
final victory memorable with a long round of festivity. 

Much severe criticism was directed at Field in 1879, 
and for some time thereafter, because of his erection 
of a monument marking the spot where Maj. John 
Andre, the British spy, was executed by the Conti- 
nental army during the Revolution. The creator of 
the cable disclaimed any intention of honoring Andre, 
insisting that the monument was merely placed to 
mark a historic spot; but despite this assurance two. 
attempts with dynamite were made on the memorial. 
The second was in July, 1885, and thereafter the donor 
refused to replace the stone on the ground that the 
spot “was now sufficiently marked.” 

From the cable Field turned to railroads, and was 
one of the first promoters of New York City’s elevated 
system. He became president of the elevated and 
also of’the Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific. -In 1880 
he submitted his resignation from both corporations 
and announced his retirement from business. In his 
declining years he suffered many reverses. Before his 
death, which occurred July 12, 1892, he was actually 
in need, and it was only through advances made by 
J. Pierpont Morgan, his lifelong friend, that he was

enabled to keep up payments on his life insurance 
policies. He was laid to rest in Stockbridge. His 
wife preceded him to the grave but a few months 

David Dudley Field died two years later and in 1899 
the picturesque Stephen Johnson Fteld the eldest of this 
remarkable family, followed after having served as 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the United States 
longer than any other person since that tribunal was 
created. He spent a large part of his active life in 
California and arranged the law code of that State 
which aided in the untangling of so many land titles 
both during and after the gold rush of 1849.

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Famous abductions recalled by case of 
Billie Dansey, 3 years old, of Ham- 
monton, N. J—Two weeks after he 
was stolen away, parents received 
letter stating kidnaper had mistak- 
en him for another boy, but would 
keep him and give him “brilliant 
future” —“T’ll have him west of the 
Rockies in five days!” 


HE kidnaping of Charley Ross and Ed- 
die Cudahy, the abduction of Billy Whit- 
la, the imprisonment of Freddie Muth, 
the disappearance of Warren McCarrick 
—to the far-famed classics in crime is 
added another which seems destined to 
rank with them in tragedy and mystery. 
The story of the kidnaping of Billie Dansey, the 
“perfect baby,” of Hammonton, N. J., recalls that 
July day back in 1874 when Charley Ross drove off 
through a little Germantown lane with two strangers. 
never to be seen or heard of by relative or friends 
again; or how young Cudahy, the wealthy Omaha 
packer’s son, fell into the abductor’s clutches, only 
to be freed after thousands in money and men had 
been engaged in searching for him; the story recalls 
that desperate drama of love and daring which began 
with the disappearance of Billy Whitla—and ended 
when Helen McDermott atid James Boyle went to 
jail as kidnapers; it recalls the details of the at-\. 
tempt of a penniless and desperate New York 
broker to recoup his fortunes by hiding 
Freddie Muth for ransom; the story re- 
calls the measure of a mother’s anguish 
when Warren McCarrick vanished, 
only to be found drowned months aft- 
erward. 


The story of Billie Dansey recalls 
all of these; it parallels some in mys- 
tery and it equals all in the grip of its 
human interest, for Billie Dansey was 
only 3 years old and had been widely 
advertised as “the perfect baby,” per- 
fect in size, perfect in form, perfect in 
weight, perfect in health, more perfect 
in everything than hundreds of the cutest and hun- 
dreds of the plumpest babies. 
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The scene of the strange disappearance of Billie 
Dansey is set in a modest home in Hammonton, N. J., 
a quiet, peaceful, picturesque little settlement hedged 
round about with cranberry bogs, soilless stretches 
covered with dwarfed cedars and stunted pines, a mys- 
terious, desolate, forbidding region which already has 
given up the skeletons of two persons believed to 
have been lured from the happiness and security of 
their homes, robbed and murdered. 


The time was late in the afternoon of a beautiful, 
sunny autumn day, Wednesday, Oct. 8, last. Billie’s 
father was at work and his mother was busy with 
the household chores, while the lad played in a dahlia 
field close by the house. As the child ran here and 
there with his fox terrier chum, Jack, a neighbor stood 
ip her doorway and watched Billie as his play carried 
him closer and closer to a clump of trees bordering the 
flowers. She called to him not to go too far, and he 
promised her he would not. 


In a little while, Billie's mother came out to look 
for her baby, and, failing to find him, she ran to- 
wards the woods, a mother’s fear in her heart. The 
ground was damp and she hastened back into the 
house to change her slippers for heavy shoes before 
venturing across the swampy patches among the pines. 
The mother, at first vexed, shrilled a summons for 
Billie to come home, but when there was no answer, 
her mood changed to one of annoyance, then alarm, 
then panic. She rushed to the home of the neighbor 
who had watched her boy, stumbling over the terrier 
Jack as she ran. Jack barked and jumped and wagged 
his bit of a fox terrier tail in great excitement; Jack 
is the loving thing that saw the kidnapers take Billie, 
and he tries to tell what he knows in his dog language, 
but Billie’s mother cannot understand him. 


As night came, the news of the boy’s disappearance 
was flashed through the little town of Hammonton 
and to Atlantic City, to Trenton, to Philadelphia, With 
the beginning of the organized police search the next 
morning a crop of wild rumors and tales sprang into 
being—one that Billie had been attacked and de- 
voured by a fox, another that an eagle had swooped

Time alone will decide whether the 
kidnaping of Billie Dansey will take its 
place in crime annals alongside that 
most famous of all kidnapings, the 
Charley Ross case. Never is a child of 
any age lost or stolen that this terrible 
story of the little Germantown boy is 
not told and retold. The dreadful tale 
is as familiar in California as it is in 
Pennsylvania; Independence Hall is not 
better known itself than the name of 
Charley Ross; parents in Europe take 
their children on their knees and tell 
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been attracted by his beauty and se- 
creted him in their wagon, another 
that two strange men had stolen him 
and were keeping him in hiding in an 
old, abandoned shack way off in the 
woods; and finally another that Bil- 
lie’s parents themselves knew more 
about the disappearance than they 
cared to tell. 

But as the search widened, as the people from all 
the countryside flocked to the Dansey home, as mem- 
bers of the New Jersey State Militia were summoned 
and dispatched in all directions, as clue after clue 
was picked up and dropped, as footprint after foot- 
print was found and examined, as every patch of 
woods, every piece of swamp land, every square foot 
of ground within a radius of scores of miles was 
scoured, nothing was developed which might lead to 
the boy’s discovery. Every step only served to deep- 
en the mystery. 

Bloodhounds were put on the trail; spiritualists from 
far and wide offered aid and advice; trained woodsmen 
and hunters took up the hunt; anonymous letter writ- 
ers sent information and tips; the abandoned shack 
was torn asunder and every inch examined; pastora 
offered prayers in their pulpits; pictures of Billie were 
flashed on the screens in a thousand moving picture 
theaters; the Hammonton Mayor offered a large re- 
ward; the police of the entire East dragged their net 
from city to city--and not a trace of the boy wus 
found. 


One strange clue led to the western part of Penp- 
sylvania, where once lived a man, a former admirer 
o! Billie’s mother, who, it seems, threatened her when 
she jilted him nine years ago. That’s a long while 
to nurse a supposed grievance, argued Mrs. Dansey, 
but nothing, however flimsy, was ignored by the 
searchers, and off they went on the man’s trail. But, 
like all the other clues, this one failed, too. 

Then, two weeks after Billie’s disappearance, Mrs. 
Dansey received a letter signed by “One Who Will Be 
a Real Father to the Boy,” stating that Billie had 
been kidnaped in mistake for Charles White, the 
38-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Edward E. White. Mr. 
White is chairman of the Law and Order Committee 
of Hammonton, and his vigorous prosecution of dis- 
orderly strikers recently was believed to have been 
the motive for the kidnaping. 

The letter, which cofhvinced the police that Billie 
had been stolen, reads as follows: 

“Mrs. Dansey: I made a mistake in getting the 
wrong kid, but as i never cam get an opportunity of 
getting the White boy, why, I am going to hold onto 
this boy. He looks good to me. I am going to raise 
him on a farm till, he is the age of going to school.

tle boy in Philadelphia who strayed 
away with strangers. 


All the details of the Charley Ross 
story are as fresh today as they were 45 
years ago; pow Charley Ross and his brother Walter 
climbed in a buggy with two men, how they drove 
off to another distant part of the city, how Walter 
was sent into a shop to buy firecrackers, how the 
buggy disappeared when he returned to join the party,, 
how the police combed the country from coast to 
coast, how the father spent a fortune in a vain 
search for his boy, how the kidnapers eluded re- 
peated attempts to trace them by payment of the 
ransom demanded, how the abductors were finally 
trapped in an attempt to burgilarize a Long Island 
home, and how one of the thieves took with him to the 
grave the knowledge of the missing boy's whereabouts. 

Next comes to mind the kidnaping of Edward Cuda- 
hy Jr., the 15-year-old son of Edward Cudahy, the 
millionaire packer, perhaps surpassing the Ross case 
in its melodramatic features. The kidnapers, with 
the boldness and utter disregard for consequences 
that astounded the whole country, waylaid the boy a 
block from his house, placed him in a carriage, bound, 
gagged and blindfolded him, and drove off with him to 
a house four miles distant. There he was chained and- 
a handkerchief placed over his eyes to prevent him 
from seeing his captors. Then a letter demanding 
$25,000 ransom was thrown in the front yard of the 
Cudahy home by a horseman who later conversed 
with the boy's father over the telephone concerning 
the particulars of the delivery of the money. Rather 
than have his boy blinded for life, as the kidnapers 
threatened, the elder Cudahy paid the ransom and 
the boy was driven back to his home in the same closed 
carriage in which he was abducted. 

Then comes the kidnaping of Billy Whitla, Involving 
two of the world’s most common human motives, the 
love of a beautiful girl for finery and the love of an 
unreasoning girl for an unworthy man. In common- 
place life, these two motives probably would work to 
a stolid unhappiness, but in the life of Helen Mc- 
Dermott they roused a whole nation to an indignant 
outburst against her, they led to unmerited torture for 
a God-fearing and loving family and they made wrecks 
of the lives of herself, her sweetheart and of the man 
whom she procured to commit the crime. For the love 
of a convict in the Missouri State Penitentiary, Helen 
McDermott planned the stealing of Billy Whitla. 
With the $16,000 ransom money she hoped to free this 
man and cast aside her accomplice, James Boyle; but 
liquor clouded her brain, and the girl and her dupe 
were dragged behind prison bars. 

Then, a few years later, came the kidnaping of 
Freddie Muth, a story replete with all the features of 
a clever abduction by means_of a fake note sent to 
the boy’s school teacher, the brazen trips by the kid- 
naper and the child on trolley cars and to the theaters

ble with rest; shivering is nature's meth- , 


od of fighting the discomfort of cold and 
raising temperature; it is possible to be 
in the cold and yet not be cold; if the 
patient is cold he is not being taken care 
of properly. 

It is the nurse generally who is to 
blame: she has neglected some little point 
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of technique,-and the patient is suffering. 

“If patients are properly protected be- 
lew the mattress as well as above,” writes 
Dr. Foltz, ‘the pillows properly arranged, 
preper nightcaps supplied and bed socks 
and shields prepared, they can stand al- 
most any climatic changes with comfort 
—their bodies in the climate of Florida 
while their noses may be in the Arctic 
regions. As Maj. Head says, the skins 
must be red, not blue; they must be warm, 
not cold. Qnly cold will beat down their 
fever, stimulate their hearts and supply 
them with unprebreathed air. Breathed 
or exhausted air can produce no more 
heat than the ashes of coal or wood. Rain, 
fog and excessive breeze should all be de- 
flected; and as to the windows and doors,

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Heartbreaking difficulties and disappointments of Cyrus W. Field 
recalled by centenary of his birth this month —- Made several

MONG the benefactors of mankind was Cyrus 
West Field, through whose initiative 
and perseverance in the face of many 
disheartening setbacks the first ocean 
cable connecting America and Europe 
was laid and successfully operated. His 
centennial birthday will be observed 
two weeks hence. As in the case of many genius-in- 
spired men, Field's early life was filled ‘with strug- 
gles and self-denial. He had to work hard for his 
existence, but instead of brooding over unkindly fate, 
he buckled down to his lot, performed his tasks with 
a stout heart. and cheerful mind, and rose in time to 
a position where the plaudits of the whole civilized 
world rang in his ears. 

That he had to face vicissitude in his earlier days 
was, after all, a disguised blessing, for this training 
supplied the stamina that tarried him through his 
greatest undertaking. One reared in ease and abundance 
would hardly have pushed the cable project so earnest- 
ly as did this pioneer, with so many discouragements 
confronting him at every turn. No doubt, one less 
steeled to disappointment would have abandoned the 
venture. In the midst of his many unguccessful at- 
tempts to get his cable stretched across the ocean 
from Newfoundland to the Irish coast the panic of 
1857 swept him off his feet, and he was forced to con- 
fess bankruptcy. Even this reverse did not catise him 
to lose heart, nor did he waver in his faith. There 
were many men of means in that day who did not 
share this confidence in the ultimate success of the 
enterprise. 

The creator of the transatlantic telegraph was born 
in Stockbridge, Mass., Nov. 30, 1819. He was the eighth 
child and seventh son of the Rev. David DudBy Field, 
a Congregational minister, and Submit Dickingon 
Field. He was the sixth in descent frem Zachariah, 
the founder of the family in the United States, who 
came to New England with the first colonists in 1630 
from Ardsley, Yorkshire, England, and settled first 
in Dorchester, Mass. Later he made his way to Hart- 
ford, Conn. David Dudley Field, the father of the in- 
domitable promoter, was born in 1781 and was geadu- 
ated from Yale in 1802. He had decided during “his 
college days that the ministry was best suited for him, 
and one year after taking his degree he was ordained 
a minister in the Congregational Church. Scarcely a 
month following this step he was married to Submit 
Dickinson,’ known far and wide as “The Somers 
Beauty.” She was a genuine Daughter of the Ameri- 
can Revolution. Her father, Capt. Noah Dickinson, 
served with Putnam in the French War and later in 
the War of the Revolution. 

Seven of the children of this union were born in 
Haddam, Conn., where the father served some 14 
years as the pastor of the Congrega- 
tional flock in that unobtrusive

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by the boys and girls. One of the 
treasured relics in the possession of 
the family is a discolored playbill 
showing ‘ha* C. W. Field played the 
role of Mrs. Hardcastle in an ama- 
teur performance of “She Stoops to 
Conquer,” given by the pupils of the 
academy on March 26, 1835. 

Scarcely a month after this per- 
formance, the 15-year-old boy was 
making the 50-miles overland jour- 
ney to the Hudson River, with New 
York City as his objective. He had 
decided that it was about time*to 
strike out for himself, and he con- 
vinced his parents that he possessed 
the strength of 
character to 
make good. His 
oldest brother, 
David Dudley, 
who in time be- 
came one of the 
foremost law- 
yers in the 
country, preced- 
ed him by sev- 
eral years to the 
great city. The 
family ex- 
chequer was so 
modest that all 
his parents 
could allow 
him when he 
started from 
home was $8, 
just enough to 
pay his fare and + 
living expenses 
on the way. As 
his father had 
taught him the importance of keeping track of his 
income and disbursements, he wrote home after his 
arrival in New York and submitted a statement show- 
ing that he had 50 cents left. This interesting item- 
ized account has also been preserved in the family 
records. 

Salaries for junior clerks in New York were very 
meager in 18385, when Cyrus Field began his business 
career in the great wholesale dry goods establishment 
of A. T. Stewart & Co., then doing business at 257 
Broadway. Under the terms of his employment, he 
was to receive $50 for the first year and $100 during his 
second. He found a room in Murray street on the edge

office’ exactions. When young Field started he was 
required to report between 6 and 7 a m., but this 
was only in his capacity as errand boy. His hours 
were changed when he was advanced to the dignity of 
a junior clerk. 

One of the Stewart rules required that every clerk 
must enter in a book the exact time he reported in 
the morning, left for dinner, returned from dinner, 
went to supper and came back to the office. A system 
of fines was in vogue, and offenders who were late 
more than an hour, or consumed more than 45 minutes 
for supper, were required to pay 25 cents. At the pro- 
prietor’s order an account of the fines thus collected 
was kept, and it was stipulated that the amount at 
certain seasons was to be withdrawn and the money 
paid to any charity designated by the clerks. One of 
the anecdotes told of Field’s service with this exacting 
employer explains why Stewart was forced to change 
his system and recall from the clerks the privilege of 
selecting the charity. 

As the narrative runs, the clerks elected Field treas- 
urer and took a vote one day to make use of the money 
which had been accumulating with‘the cashier. Then 
they all set out one night at the close of a big day’s 
work and repaired in a body to an oyster saloon at 
Broadway and Chambers street, where they took a 
referendum and decided to have a good supper. 
This done, they took a vote and directed young Field, 
who was then but 17, to pay the account out of the 
fines. Then another referendum was taken, after a 
long debate, which decided that no charity in New 
York was more deserving that the clerks in the Stew- 
art establishment. When the head of the house learned 
of the oyster supper and the division of the balance 
of the fund, he announced that thereafter the house 
and not the clerks would be the al- 


place. Then he was called to Stock- 
bridge, where Cyrus and two other 
children . were born. Cyrus was 
brought up in the midst of the most 
pronounced puritanic atmosphere. 
The clergyman father had his own 
‘views about rearing a family, and 
Cyrus,:who had older brothers and 
sisters to help him, easily fell into 
the system of rigorous righteous- 
ness that governed the Field estab- 
lishment. One of the rules of the 
household called for unquestioning 
obedience to the parental orders, 
and young Cyrus learned early that 
this was literally enforced. It is 
related by his daughter, Isabella 
Field Johnson, in her published 
memoirs, that when her father was 
a very small boy he heard his rev- 
erend parent promulgate an order 
applicable to the entire household, 
that anyone finding a certain rat trap that had disap- 
peared was to bring it to him at once. Little Cyrus 
happened to find it one Sunday morning while his 
father was conducting service, and hastening to the 
church he ran down the aisle, and after depositing the 
trap at the foot of the pulpit, announced in resonant 
tones: “Father, here is your rat trap.” 

Young Field began his business career before he was 
1¢ years old. His education was received at the Stock- 
bridge Academy, a grammar school that enjoyed a 
good name, and there he entered actively into all the 
entertainments that were gotten up from time to time 
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of Greenwich Village, where he paid $2 per week for 
his keep. There he pinched hard trying to live on his 
slender allowance, but as this was not possible, he 
found it necessary to get some help from his brother. 
He kept faithful account of the amounts thus advanced 
and returned the loans with.interest before he was 21. 
The hours were long and the regulations were particu- 
larly severe in the biggest dry goods house. There 
were no labor unions to fix hours and working condi- 
tions at that time, and employes who went to work at 
8 o’clock in the morning had to return after supper 
and put in many extra hours to keep pace with the

moner. 

Another anecdote, which was cred- 
ited to Stewart himself, was that 
Field learned telegraphy while he 
was a clerk in the Broadway store, 
and used to warn the other clerks of 
the proprietor’s coming by a system 
of taps on his desk with his finger 
tips. When the clerks heard the sig- 
nal they knew it was time to appear 
very busy. ‘ 

In the spring of 1840 he went to 
Westfield, Mass., and engaged in the 
manufacture of paper, but returned 
soon thereafter and went into busi- 
ness aS a partner in the firm of E. 
Root & Co., in Maiden Lane. A day 
or two after his twenty-first birth- 
day he was married to Mary Bryan 
Stone of Guilford, Conn. He pros- 
pered in his various ventures, and 
at the age of 34 retired from active 
business worth a quarter of a million, 
which was considered a fortune at that time. 

In 1853, in company with Frederick Church, the 
distinguished landscape painter, he made a long tour of 
South America, and on his return he began to work 
on his cable prpject. He had become interested in an 
undertaking sketched by Frederick N. Gisborne, a Ca- 
nadian engineer, to extend-the American telegraph 
lines to Newfoundland, and while investigating the 
enterprise, he said it would be a good plan to extend 
the lines from that province to the Irish coast. One 
of the first capitalists to take kindly to the plan wag

Other Substitutes for the Late Lamented John Barleycorn

Pure food chemist reveals 
results of the analyses 
he has made of hun- 
dreds of different con- 
coctions, some _ being 
merely colored and flavored syrups 
and others highly intoxicating — 
Deaths from ignorant use of wood 
and denatured alcohols $3 


NE of the most serious of the problems 
presented in the enforcement of war-time 
and constitutional prohibition springs 
front the widespread use of home-made 
decoctions confal alcohol. In recent 
weeks the news dispatches have told of 
a number of deaths directly attributable 
to the use of denatured alcohol as a foundation for 
such home-brewed drinks. The latest of these told 
of the death “of Mrs. Mary S. Krezimiski ang Mrs. 
Sophia Schultz of Chicago, following an indulgence in 
such a liquid. Just before this happening, two women 
in an Eastern city died from a similar cause. There 
are others in the list. Investigation always shovs 
that the alcohol used to give body to these beverages 
was rank poison at the very outset, having been dis- 
tilled from wood, or denatured with, chemicals to reu- 
der it nonpotable. Pure grain alcohol is very difficult 
to obtain under the system of law enforcement, but no 
such difficulty is presented in the acquisition of the 
commercial kind, which is not to be administered in- 
ternaHy under any circumstances. 

That the country is flooded with formulae for the 
production of homemade drinks is known to the of- 
ficials who have undertaken to enforce the law, and in 
the past few months many improvised stills have been 
seized by agents of the Revenue Department, but the 
alcohol produced by these appliances was not dena- 
tured. The law permits people to have alcoholic drinks 
in their homes and sanctions the making, under cer- 
tain restrictions, of stimulating beverages from fruits. 
This amendment was inserted in the drastic Volstead 
act to enable the farmers to make some use of their 
surplus apples, elderberries and grapes. Under this 
arrangement those who have such basics for their 
ciders and wines do not have to seek alcohol to give 
volume and tone to their homemade drinks; but it 
is a different story with those in the cities, who cannot 
readily get the material for quaffs that pass muster 
with the law. It is chiefly in the cities that the poi- 
soning cases are developing at an alarming rate. 

Just to what extent the alcoholic craving will disap- 
pear under the new order is a question that is engag- 
ing very serious attention everywhere and among both 
the wet and dry advocates; also the analytical chem- 
ists. One of these is Prof. Lewis B. Allyn of Westfield, 
Mass., which is known generally as the “pure food 
town.” Since July last he has had no less than 7000 
samples and recipes sent him for analysis to determine 
the alcoholic content and legal aspects of the mixtures 
and his investigations have attracted much interest. 

In a room of his laboratory, on a tier of three shelves 
and a table, is laid out a huge array of bottles. There 
is the high-shouldered gin bottle with narrow throat, 
the small pocket revolver flask, the quart, pint and 
half-pint bottles which used to contain rye and 
Scotch. | 

But the contents are far different than in the mel- 
low days of old. The near-gin is camouflaged. It has 
been touched up to taste like gin, but has no “kick.” 
The whisky bottle contains something that looks like 
the real stuff, but is as barmless as spring water; 
Manhattan and Martini prohibition cockfails could be 
used for soothing syrup for children. So it goes. In 
between there are many concoctions that do carry a 
percentage of alcohol; many of these are patent medi- 
cines, flavoring extracts, some of them running as 
high as 93 per cent alcohol. 

But in the final classification of home brews Prof. 
Allyn has dismembered the liquids which have -been 
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made in somebody's cellar 
since July 1. In these there 
is everything, and alcohol 
‘percentages prove that pro- 
hibition can be beaten, and 
beaten palatably. 

. Soon after prohibition be- 
came a popular national sport, Prof. Allyn, largely 
through personal interest, but also because many 
formulae and beverages were submitted to him for 
analysis, began to find out just how much there was 
in it. Almost immediately he was buried under au 
avalanche of samples. They poured into his labo- 
ratory in shoals. Prof. Allyn has agents in all sec- 
tions of the country. He sent out word to them 


‘to buy products in the open market. Many were sub- 


mXted by manufacturers who wished to get an O K 
from the pure food specialist. 

Along with the samples came recipes. Hundreds of 
these were from clubmen in the larger cities, who 
either bought them, had them given to them by friends 
or who heard about them. They sent the recipes to 
Prof. Allyn for analysis to determine whether or not 
they were harmful, what alcoholic content could be 
obtained, etc. The whole country apparently was’ 
thirsty, both for information and for beverages. 

It was impossible to classify all 7000 samples into 
an exhibit, so Prof. Allyn picked out 250. 

The results are amazing. Coal tar dyes have been 
found in a quantity of beverages. So intense have 
been the colorings that it has been found possible with 
them to make brilliantly hued flags of all nations. 
They are of gorgeous hue and rival only the bright 
labels on the bottles. 

It is of interest to note that most of the near-beer 
samples taken which are sold in saloons are within 
the law, and many of them contain less than half of 
1 per cent of alcohol. 

All the liquids included in Prof. Allyn’s list have 
had their alcoholic content measured by volume to 
determine the percentages—this being because it comes 
within the scope of: Government regulations, which 
limit alcohol in beverages by volume. Tested by 
weight, the alcoholic percentage is higher. 

For the purpose of easy classification by the lay- 
man, the exhibit has been laid out according to the 
amount of alcohol and tests disclosed. - Where coal 
tar dyes have been found, such have been used to color 
cloth, and pieces of this backed on cardboard ‘have 
been driven into the corks of the bottles from which 
they were derived. 

In.the first class, which contains less alcohol than 
100th of 1 per cent, Prof. Allyn has placed high-grade 
soft drinks, such as ginger ale of the best manufacture, 
grape juice, some fermented milk preparations and 
one of the new prohibition gins in its high-shouldered 
tottle and imitation label, as well as creme de menthe, 
highly colored with coal tar dyes. The gin and creme 
de menthe carry the flavor of their ancestors, but are 
crass imitations—merely flavored syrup. In _ these 
there is almost no trace of alcohol, although Prof. 
Allyn says that if the tests were carried far enough 
some trifling percentage might be found, as all bev- 
erages containing sugar also contain alcohol. 

Next in order are beverages containing less than 
half of 1 per cent of alcvhol. In this category are 
the lower grade grape juices, practically all the com- 
mercial root beers, sterilized fruit juices in which slight 
fermentation has taken place and some of the new 
substitutes such as Ry-Whis, a recently devised sloe 
gin; a Manhattan cocktail, just put on the market, and 
a few of the faraway but near wines and a ginger flip. 

The line is not drawn so finely in the third classifica- 
tion, which is from .5 to 5 per cent. Among these are 
to be found grape juices which are fermented, and in 
nearly all of which are found traces of drugs, sulphur 
dioxide being the most common. 

In this class are also nearly all of the ciders and 
the derivatives, a majority of the common fruit syrups, 
a new Martini cocktail, flavoring extracts of the lowest 
type, a few patent medicines, practically all of the con- 
centrated root beer syrups and most other syrups. 

It is but a stepping stone to the class of goods con- 
taining from & to 20 per cent of alcohol. This includes 
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nearly all of the tonics and patent remedies. Among - 


them is beef, iron and wine, the old family standby, 
which, analysis shows, contains quite a bit of sherry, 
and most of the beverages masquerading as tonics, 
many ef them common sights to the purchaser in al- 
most any drug store. Sf 

Classifications are ended at 20 per cent, everything 
containing more than that amount of alcohol being 
piaced under a general list as “high alcoholics.” These 
include high-grade flavoring extracts, such as lemon, 
which should contain, according to Prof. Allyn, not 
less than 80 per cent alcohol. This alcoholic content 
is necessary to dissolve and make soluble 5 per cent 
of the lemon oil which this extract should contain. 

In this section of the exhibit is Prof. Allyn’s pocket 
flask of Jamaica ginger, which contains 94 per cent 
alcohol. Practically all of the “Jakey’”’ has from 20 to 
92 per cent hidden away in itself. 

Last, but by far of greatest interest, is the depart- 
ment of home brew, and in connection with these Prof. 
Allyn states it as a scientific fact that nearly every 
beverage product evolved in the home circle, with the 
exteption of tea and coffee, contains alcohol. This is 
true of buttermilk such as is sold in restaurants and at 
soda fountains. There is a percentage of alcohol in 
practically everything. 

One of the features of the home-brew display is an 
illicit still made out of an automobile oil can, a small 
piece of rubber hose, a glass tube and a quart whisky 
bottle, as a retort. This was set up in the middle of 
the kitchen beverages. 

Plain root beer, such as “mother used to make,” has 
just 2.65 per cent kick to it, and it might have more 
if allowed to stand for any length of time. Old-fash- 
ioned hop beer contains 3.32 per cent. Corn beer— 
made by a combination of roasted corn and yeast— 
shows 3.46 per cent. ; 

These are mild in comparison to the wines. Dande- 
lion wine contains 14.35 per cent; clover wine, 14 per 
cent; grape wine, 16 per cent. Grape wine percentages 
may be higher or lower, the alcoholic result depending 
largely on the richness of the grapes. Currant wine 
showed a percentage of 5.56. ae 3 

Various beer preparations are shown. Among them 
is a beverage formed by colonies of bacteria, known 
as Australian bees. These bacteria had their home 
originally in Bohemia, and are handed down from 
generation to generation and passed from family to 
family. The bacteria are placed in a small quantity 
of water, to which one spoonful of sugar is added every 
24 hours. The result in about 36 hours is a palatable 
beverage similar to Rhine wine and of much the same 
color. The bacteria work while you sleep. They are 
never idle. The liquid is drawn off usually every 36 
to 38 hours. 

Another drink, which had its origin in Russia, is 
kivas, made of stale rye bread, water and yeast. This 
does not appeal to the American, as it is highly agidu- 
lous and has a pecuiiar taste, which must be cultivat- 
ed at considerable length, but among foreign peoples 
it is considered highly desirous and is quite intoxi- 
cating.

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The Strange. Coinbidente of a Card Prophecy and 
the Tragic End of a Lake Michigan Steamer 


CCORDING to.a statement by Capt. Edward 
Miller, who was in command of the 
mammoth Lake Michigan steamer, City 
of Muskegon, which foundered at the 
very entrance to the harbor of that city 
after riding a storm of record severity 
during the greater part of the night, 
with an attendant loss of 20 lives, the disaster was 
foretold and the tragedy was a complete fulfillment 
of the prophecy. 

When he was helped off the pier after the crash, 
just in the nick of time to save him from being car- 
ried over the other side by a mountain wave, he 
recalled the warnings that had been poured into his 
ear by his wife. Scarcely conscious after his life and 
death struggle on the pier, it flashed across his mind 
that his wife’s forebodings were justified; that the 
end of his boat had come just as she outlined when 
she narrated to him what she had been told at a party, 
where one of the women guests had told her fortune 
with an ordinary deck of cards. 


In Miller’s own words, and he denies that he 
shares the general run of sailor’s superstitions, this 
feature of the Muskegon’s misfortune is here given: 


“Here is a peculiar angle of the shipwreck. Several 
weeks ago my wife attended a farty in Milwaukee. 
Her fortune was told with cards. She was informed 
that my ship would be lost in.a gale, that lives would 
be lost, and that my life woulfi be saved by a miracle. 
When I returned from my trip, she told me of the in- 
cident at the party. We pondered over it. I don't 
believe in signs or such things, but scmehow she and 
J could not forget the fortune teller’s words. Every 
time I sailed she asked me to be careful. Her last 
words Monday night were: ‘Ed, don’t forget what the 
ecards said.’ Then came this disaster. ‘Can you ex- 
plain it?” 

Now as to the miraculous nature of Miller’s preser 
vation from death. When the great boat headed into 
the narrow channel from the tempest-swept lake, a 
solid wall of water rose and, with

held tightly, despite the force of the wind and the 
pressure of the water. 

From his perilous position he was helped to the 
house, where the rescued passengers and crew mem- 
bers were huddled. In view of the catastrophe and ail 
its attendant circumstances, Miller declares that there 
was something uncanny about his wife’s strange mes- 
sage from the card party. That it impressed Mrs. 
Miller very deeply was shown by her constant warn- 
ings every time he left the house to take his bout 
across the lake. And that it should come to pass on 
such a night was all the more surprising, in view of the 
fact that the weather conditions and barometric in- 
dications were favorable at the time set for the sail- 
ing. That a storm could develop and make of a placid 
lake a raging ocean in such a short space cf time 
amazed the captain and entire crew, and though oii 
tanks were opened to quiet the waters before the run 
was made for the inlet, there was no evidence ihat 
this precaution had the slightest effect in calming the 
huge curlers which tossed the big steel boat like a 
fishing cork. 

The wreck pf the Muskegon was a distinct shtéek to 
all the towns on Lake Michigan, as it was a steamer 


that had been long in service-and had vindicated its. 


stamina under many severe ordeals. Built in the 
early ’80s, it saw much service under several owner- 
ships and when it was taken over by the Crosby Line, 


which plies between Milwaukee and Muskegon and 
Grand Haven, it was reconstructed and made even 
stronger to withstand the buffeting that is expected 
in the fall and early spring sailings. The cross-lake 
lines navigate the Michigan waters as long as sail- 
ing is safe, and do not tie up with the close of the 
summer excursion season, as is done by some of the 
finest steamers. 

Those who depend on this service are accustomed 
tu rough passages and do not heed the heavy seas 
that would completely upset the passengers who take 
only occasional trips, and these- when the water is as 
smooth as a park lake. As is usual when calamities of 


this kind occur, there is criticism, and all of this hag ~ 


been taken into consideration by the officials desig- 
nated to investigate the wreck and place the responsi- 
bility. Some of the critics say that when Capt. Miller 


found that he could not turn the boat on account of 


the gale, he should have.made a run for the beach and 
taken a chance of unloading all of his passengers and 
crew before the wreck was broken up by the waves. 
This, he says, would’ have been suicide, for the 
chances were that all would have been lost had this 
course been taken. He also pointed out the fate that 
befell the captains who elected to remain out in the 
lake rather than take the chance that went with 
the attempt to get between the piers for a safe landing. 
For a week or more before this great blast came out 
of the northwest the weather had been ideal, and the 
passages back and forth across Michigan's smooth 
bosom were as popular as in midsummer. There was lit- 
tle advance indication that the end of this delightful 
season was to come with such force and fury. The 
Muskegon left Milwaukeé at 9 o’clock Monday evening, 
Oct. 27, and the captain, following his custom, had 
the weather report in hand before the time set for 
casting off. The forecast showed fair sailing weather 
and the barometer told the same story, hence there 
was no reason for apprehension on the part of the 
masteg or the passengers who trusted the boat and 
crew.
